An Expert In Pnwnbroking Wko Hna 
Ula ReKnlar Cnatomera. 

In the neighborhood where pawn- 
shops abound the soaker flourishes. 
The soaker acts as middleman between 
the pawnbroker and bis customers. He 
explains his mission and accounts for 
his usefulness thus: 

"The people down here employ me,” 
said be, “not because they are asham- 
ed to be st-en going into a pawnshop 
themselves, but because I can get more 
for the goods than they can. There’s 
an art in pawning a coat or a ring. Just 
the same as in everything else. 

"I’ve known people to go into a 
pawnshop with some old article to 
pawn and to look the proprietor over 
with a supercilious air, as If they con- 
sidered themselves so far above him 
socially that be couldn’t touch them 
with a 40 foot pole. Naturally, for 
sheer spite, the broker offers them only 
about half as much as they would get 
If they approached him properly. Hav- 
ing had a wide experience of my own, 
I know how to avoid such difficulties. 
I am not servile, but I am polite and 
respectful, and as those two qualities 
touch the most generous chord in the 
broker’s bosom I get all I want on the 
proffered chattels. 

“As recompense for my services I 
charge my customers 10 per cent com- 
mission. I have regular customers, 
and then, of course, I do many odd 
Jobs for occaslonala There are fam- 
ilies down here for whom I pawn the 
same things over and over again, one 
week after the other. On pay day they 
take their things ont of soak. Three 
days later they pnt them in again, and 
the next pay day they take them ont 
again. And so It goes, month after 
month. I canvass the bouses Just like 
a book agent or com plaster peddler or 
Insurance solicitor. 

“ ‘Anything to be pawned today?* I 
ask. 

"And If there is I take It around to 
some sh(^ and raise the necessary 
dough and take It back and get my 
commission. Once In awhile I come 
across somebody who abases me and 
calls me a shark, but I’m nothing of 
the sort. I’m earning a decent living 
at a legitimate business.”— New York 
Sun.

The Deatraction of the Town of Kaa> 
kaakla Wu la AceorSanee With 
the Last Words of the Chief Who 
Died For a Womaa’a l.ove. 



Since the waters of the Mississippi 
river washed away the last vestige of 
Kaskaskia, the first capital of Illiuols, 
an old legend that ctmtalued the proph- 
ecy of the total destruction of the once 
flourishing little city has been recalled. 
Kaskaskia was situated on a peninsula 
at tbe junction of the Kaskaskia and 
the Mississippi rivers, and In 1882 the 
Mississippi river cut Its way through 
the peninsula, leaving the remnant of 
the town on an Island. The water con- 
tinued to wash away the rich alluvial 
deposits on which Kaskaskia was built 



until, late in 1900, the last foot of the 
land where the town once stood disap- 
peared. This singular ending of Kas- 
kaskia's once splendid ambitions has 
recalled to the superstitious the story 
that the town was cursed In the eight- 
eenth century by an Indian who had 
been wronged by one of the leading 
citizens. 

Jean Benard came to this country 
from France In 1608, bringing with him 
his wife and bis 10-year-old daughter 
Marie. The family settled in Kaskas- 
kia, where Benard established a mer-

chandising business. Tbe Frenchman 
soon became one of the most prosper- 
ous and most influential men of tbe 
town. Marie, bis daughter, grew to be 
a beautiful woman, much courted by 
tbe most eligible young men of tbe new 
country. • She was in no hurry to ac- 
cept any of them, and her fame as a 
belle spread from Lake Michigan to the 
gulf of Mexico. 

A young chief of tbe Kaskaskia tribe 
of Indians, having become converted 
to Christianity after several years of 
study under the tutelage of tbe Jesu- ' 
Its, built himself a bouse in Kaskaskia * 
and was taken Into partnership in one 
of tbe trading bouses there. He was 
prosperous, handsome and well edu- 
cated and was soon received Into tae 
homes of the white settlers. One night 
at a ball be happened to meet Marie 
Benard. 

The girl was at once fascinated by 
tbe talk fine looking Indian, who fell 
In love with her at first sight and made 
no secret of his admiration. Bnt Be- 
nard pere soon noticed tbe attachment 
and forbade bis daughter from commu- 
nicating with tbe young Indian. To 
make sure that there would be no more 
meetings Benard used his Inflnence to 
prevent tbe chief from attending any 
of the social entertainments given In 
Kaskaskia. 

But love always finds a way, and the 
young couple managed to see each oth- 
er despite all the precautions of tbe 
girl’s father. Bnt Benard becamgf 
aware of these meetings and again 
took means to prevent them. He was 
a man of wealth and Influence, and he 
bad the Indian forced'ont of bis part- 
nership in tbe trading company. 

The Indian left Kaskaskia. For al- 
most a year nothing was beard of him, 
and Benard thought that his daughter 
bad forgotten her lover, for she ap- 
peared gay and careless, and she Ac- 
cepted with apparent pleasure the at- 
tentions of a young Frenchman. One 
night when a large ball at Kaskaskia 
was at Its height Marie Benard disap- 
peared. 

Those who searched for Marie dis- 
covered that tbe young chief of tbe 
Kaskaakiana had been seen that even- 
ing In the town, and the conclnslon was 
at once reached that tbe girl bad eloped 
with him. Benard at once organized a 
party to go In pnrsnlt of the fugitives. 
As there was a heavy snow on the 
ground, their trail was easily discov- 
ered and followed. Tbe Indian and 
Marie bad crept away afoot, and as 
their pursuers were supplied with fast 
horses tbe young lovers were captured 
after a day’s chase abont 40 miles from 
Kaskaskia. Tbeir destination had been 
tbe French settlement at St Lonis, 
where tbe Indian bad provided a home 
for bis wife. 

The Indian surrendered without re-

Most of th* men who 
compost Benard’s party wanted to 
kill tbe Indian Instantly, bnt 'Benard 
woold not allow It, for be said that 
they should leave btm to deal with bis 
dangbter's lover. 

When tbe party reached Kaskaskia, 
the girl was placed In tbe convent 
there. Then Benard took tbe Indian 
to the bank of tbe Mississippi and, 
binding him tightly to a log, turned 
him adrift In tbe river. As the help- 
less Indian floated away to bis death 
be raised bis eyes to heaven and cursed 
Benard, who, be declared, would die 
a violent death. Tbe Indian’s last 
words were a prophecy that within 
200 years the waters which were then 
bearing him away would sweep from 
the earth every vestige of tbe town, 
BO that only tbe name would be left. 

Tbe unhappy girl died In tbe convent

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INDIAN SIGNALS. 

The Lobs DIb«bb«o Co4o ky Wklek 
the Red Mea Coaversed. 

The traveler on the plains In the early 
da>s soon learned the significance of 
the spires of smoke that he sometimes 
saw risinj; from a distant ridge or hill 
and that in turn he might see answer- 
ed from a different direction. It was 
the signal talk of the Indians across 
miles of Intervening ground, a signal 
used In rallying the warriors for an at- 
tack or warning them for a retreat 
when that seemed advisable. 

The Indian had a way of sending up 
the smoke in rings or puffa knowing 
that such a smoke column would at 
once be noticed and understood as a 
signal and not taken for the smoke of 
some campfire. He made the rings by 
covering the little fire with hlA)lanket 
for a moment and then suddenly re- 
moving the blanket and allowing the 
smoke to ascend, when he instantly 
covered the fire again. The column of 
ascending smoke rings said to every 
Indian within 30 miles: “Look out 
There Is an enemy near.” Three 
smokes built close together meant dan- 
ger. One smoke merely meant atten- 
tion. Two smokes meant “Camp at 
this place.” Travel the plalna and the 
usefulness of this long distance tele- 
phone will quickly become apparent 

Sometimes at night the settler or 
traveler saw fiery lines crossing the 
sky, shooting up and falling, perhaps 
taking a direction diagonal to the line 
of vision.
